KARACHI, India, Friday, May 
31. UP )—An estimate that 20,000 
persons were killed early today in 
Quetta alone by the earthquake 
which jarred northeast India was 
contained tonight in a wireless 
message from the Quetta wireless 
station. 

The message was one of the 
first complete estimates to reach 
here since the earth s h oc k 
wrecked all land communication 
lines throughout the district. 

Before the message arrived, 
unofficial and unconfirmed esti¬ 
mates had placed the death toll 
as high as 30,000. 

Quetta reported that the num¬ 
ber of injured was thus far esti¬ 
mated only as “in the hundreds.” 

Shocks at 3 A. M. 

Earlier reports had told of the 
Royal Air Force garrison being 
badly hit with the death of 44 
men. 

The earthquake hit around 3 
a. m. with three violent shocks, 
devastating the countryside 
around Quetta, which is on the 
northern frontier. 

Quetta is the capitol of British 
Baluchistan and the southernmost 
point in the line of frontier posts 
and strategic railways. It is situ¬ 
ated 536 miles north of Karachi. 

The name also is applied to the 
district in which the city is lo¬ 
cated, an area of 5127 square 
miles. 

The capital has a population of 
approximately 49,000. It stands 
in an open plain about 5500 feet 
above sea level within a ring of 
mountains which rise above it to 
an altitude of more than 11,000 
feet. 

The soldiers at Quetta were 
bearing the brunt of the work, for 
the majority of the police force 
was killed. The main military 
barracks escaped the worst dam¬ 
age, but the rear quarters, some 
distance away, were leveled.

All Bridges Into One 
Community Wrecked; 
Town Is Isolated 


DENVER, Colo., Friday, May 
31. (A*)--Colorado today counted 
27 dead and missing in a week's 
series of floods while Wyoming 
added five to the list of probable 
cloudburst victims. 

While Colorado Springs and Pu¬ 
eblo and their environs watched 
waters recede today and engaged 
in restoration of the wrecked 
area, a new menace developed on 
the Platte river from Fort Morgan 
east as the stream carried off 
the turbulent waters that wrecked 
havoc elsewhere yesterday. 

Fort Morgan on the Platte 
today was completely Isolated, 
with flooded railroads and high¬ 
ways. Bridges on both sides of 
Fort Morgan were out and resi¬ 
dences In the river bottoms 
were flooded. Residents mean¬ 
while waited on rooftops ami 
windmills for rescuers to take 
them from their perches. Tele¬ 
phone service with Fort Morgan 
was disrupted and the power 
plant was put out of commis¬ 
sion by the flood waters. High¬ 
way and rail travel was dis¬ 
rupted north of Greeley. No loss 
of life was reported there. 

Emerging from a night of terror 
and its most disastrous flood in 15 
years, the harassed area took stock 
by daylight and saw that homes 
were swept away, highway and 
railway bridges gone, and com¬ 
munication, power and transpor¬ 
tation paralyzed. 

All Bridges Wrecked 

Greatest concern today was cen¬ 
tered on the still-isolated commun¬ 
ity of Kiowa and its neighbor, El¬ 
bert, from which little news had 
emerged, but which suffered the 
brunt of two hugo torrents origi¬ 
nating in a cloudburst on the crest 
of a watershed which sent part of 
the deluge down each side of the 
drainage. 

Efforts were being made today 
to reach Kiowa by airplane, by 
horseback and on foot. Bridges on

President Sees Control 
Issue Focused Upon 
Two Governments 


WASHINGTON, Friday, May 31. 
(APt—President Roosevelt today ac¬ 
cepted the supreme court NRA de¬ 
cision as focusing the issue whether 
the federal government or the 48 
states shall have control over na¬ 
tional social and economic condi¬ 
tions. 

It raised the question whether 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad¬ 
ministration and the Securities 
Commission were legal, he said, 
and meant the end of the Federal 
Alcohol Control Administration as 
now constituted. 

Asked if the issue did not point 
directly to a constitutional amend¬ 
ment to empower congress to deal 
with national commercial condi¬ 
tions, he said “Not necessarily.” 

Exploring Possibilities 
He did not elaborate; but ap¬ 
parently was exploring possibili¬ 
ties of other laws to reach New 
Deal objectives, laws that would

That the assembly bill providing 
s $400,000 appropriation with 
which San Bernardino county could 
continue water spreading opera¬ 
tions on the Santa Ana river, to 
the detriment of Orange county, 
will be defeated, was the opinion 
expressed today by Senator N. T. 
Edwards of Orange, In a telegram 
to The Journal from Sacramento. 

Senator Edwards' telegram said: 
“Assembly bill 85C appropriating 
*400,000 for Santa Ana river flood 
control undoubtedly detrimental to 
Orange county. Chairman Cot¬ 
trell, assembly ways and means 
committee, states through error 
bill reported out and will he re¬ 
turned to committee. I am sure 
bill can be defeated unless amend¬ 
ed to protect Orange county, as 
two-thirds vote is required.” 

The proposed appropriation 
matched possibly by federal funds, 
would enable the upper county to 
continue holding back Santa Ana 
river water and sinking it into its 
own underground basin, in the

Village in ltuins 

Conservative reports here and at 
Simla, the summer capital of 
India, .said there were at least 
1000 persons killed in Quetta and 
that the village was laid in ruins. 

Although the offices of the gov¬ 
ernor general and the staff col¬ 
lege and military headquarters es¬ 
caped serious damage, most of 
the other sections of the town, in¬ 
cluding the thickly populated na¬ 
tive districts, were destroyed by 
the shocks. 

Among those reported killed 
were Meredith Jones, of the 
political department, and his 
wife and her mother, .Mr*. 
Bradford; an irrigation engineer 
named Francl*, and also his 
wife. 

The aviators reported killed in¬ 
cluded Flying Officer Charles 
Paylor. 

Government Active 

Previous reports that railways 
suffered heavy damage later were 
believed to have been incorrect, as 
it was said relief supplies and 
workers were able to penetrate the 
quake-hit sections. The Punjab 
government was active in recruit¬ 
ing physicians and nurses. 

Sir Norman Carter, the agent 
of the governor general, sent 
through one short message to 
Simla, confirming the intensity 
of the earthquake, and made an 
urgent request that physicians 
and nurses be rushed. 

The province of Baluchistan, 
populated by 868,000 persons, was 
hardest hit. Unofficial reports 
said that in one village of the 
province, Mastung, with its 4000 
persons, suffered a loss of 80 per 
cent of its inhabitants. 

An official report said: 

"Many casualties are feared 
to have occurred among the 
subordinate civil and police of¬ 
ficers. The police force was al¬ 
most wiped out. No railway of¬ 
ficers were killed, but heavy 
casualties were feared among 
the subordinate personnel.” 

The terrified people, those who 
escaped injury, spent the remain¬ 
der of the hours before dawn in 
the open, after they were routed 
from their beds.

Flandin Voted Out by 
Chamber; New Head 
Asks Support 


PARIS, Friday, May 31. CPI— 
Ferdinand Bouisson, called from 
the presidency of the chamber of 
deputies, to succeed Pierre-Etienne 
Flandin as premier of France, to¬ 
night announced completion of 
his cabinet. 

Bouisson, 60-year-old president 
of the chamber of deputies, was 
asked by President Lebrun to 
form a government succeeding 
that of Flandin. 

Bouisson undertook the task 
again his own wishes, but made 
such demands for coalition sup¬ 
port that friends said he ex¬ 
pected to fall. 

While the government crisis 
ruled, gold flowed out from the 
Bank of France in a ceaseless 
stream. 

Lose $858,000,000 

The bank has lost about 13,- 
000,000 francs ($858,000,000) in 
gold since the rush of withdrawals 
started March 29. 

An official statement shows that 
during the week ending May 24

officially announced in the cham¬ 
ber, losses have exceeded 1,000,- 
000,000 francs daily.

As to the AAA, he aald the 
question now before the country 
was whether the federal govern¬ 
ment has any valid power to 
regulate crop production. 

The issue was up to the people, 
he added, indicating an expectation f 
that it would be focused deter¬ 
minedly in the years immediatelv j 
ahead. 

Removes Jurisdiction 

The implication on Monday’s 
epochal decision, he said, as he 
flicked a cigaret ash and scanned 
faces before him, removed any 
federal jurisdiction over such 
major human activities as farm¬ 
ing, manufacturing, mining and 
construction. 

In his view, the unanimous su¬ 
preme court Interpretation of 
interstate commerce lakes the 
nation back to the "horse and 
buggy stage” of 1789 when the 
interstate commerce clause was 
put into the constitution. 

Voicing the hope that the spirit 
of the voided codes for fair pra- 
tices would be maintained on a 
voluntary basis, the president in¬ 
timated he was ready to act next 
week in an attempt to counter 
results flowing from the court rul¬ 
ing. The nature of his plans was 
withheld. 

As to "pending cases," which 
were undefined, he said there 
would be an announcement today 
or tomorrow. Presumably this 
referred to cases on the NRA doc¬ 
kets at the time it was outlawed. 

Many Messages 

The president referred at the 
outset of the discussion to a batch 
of telegrams and letters lying on 
his desk, most of which he said— 
asked that NRA be restored in 
some form or other. 

Mr. Roosevelt, who at times 
spoke with considerable feeling, 
disavowed speaking in criticism. 
In some ways he thought the de¬ 
cision was the best thing that has 
happened because it clarifies "the 
issue.”

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URGES LEVEES 
BE RAZED TO 
FREE RIVER 


WASHINGTON. Friday, May 31 
UP )—Tear down all the levees on 
the Mississippi river, proposes 
Chase S. Osborn, and so restore to 
farmers the country’s greatest 
source of natural fertility now 
going to waste. 

Mr. Osborn, tormer governor of 
Michigan, would make a new Nile 
valley of the Mississippi and pro¬ 
tect its cities and farms from flood 
much as medieval communities 
were walled against robber barons. 

His proposal was written to M. 
K. Cooley, state engineer, PWA, 
Detroit, who forwarded it to Har¬ 
old L. Ickes. Ickes offered to ar¬ 
range a discussion with govern- i 
ment engineers. 

River Bottom Rising 

"About the time the war be¬ 
tween the states broke out,” for¬ 
mer Governor Osborn wrote, “the j 
levees protecting towns were not i 
more than five or 10 feet high. 
Since then the levees have been | 
built up to 30 or 40 feet, perhaps, 
or at least great enclosing dykes 
that do not stand. Then came the 
building of the eads jetties and so 
on. 

"The result has been that the j 
colloidal suspension and the water 
burden of the river has built up 
the bottom of the river between 
these artificial walls. Some of this 
material has gone out toward the 
sea when floods occur. 

"However generally speaking the 
river has been confined so that the 
Mississippi valley has about lost 
Its tithfulness. 

"Once a planter in the Missis¬ 
sippi bottoms was always a rich 
man. That was the choicest land in 
America. Now it is about as poor 
as we have—almost sub-rnarginal. 

Let River Take I(s Course 

“My plan would be to tear down | 
all the levees and let the river go ! 
where it would, building and ter- 
tilizing as it went. 

“Then I would protect the towns 
by adequate levees, instead of try- \ 
ing to hold the river. There could 
be mounds of refuge for the coun¬ 
try people, such as the Indians ; 
used for that purpose. 

"People could be compelled to 
move out of the worst danger 
zones. The levees around the river 
towns would not need to be nearly 
so high if the river were allowed 
to expand and distribute itself.”

OWN FAULT 

yOO much social activity in the 

White House Secretariat was 
behind the defeat of the TVA 
amendments in the house military 
affairs committee last week. 

The amendments, designed to 
overcome crippling decisions by 
the courts, would give the TVA 
specific authority to sell excess 
electricity. They would also in¬ 
crease its bond-issuing power 
from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000 
in order to buy private power 
properties. 

Under masterful parliamentary 
handling by Senator George Nor¬ 
ris, the bill won senate approval 
without difficulty. But in the 
house committee a combination of 
republicans and old guard demo¬ 
crats—with the aid of White 
House bungling — succeeded in 
tabling the bill, thus preventing 
Tt from being submitted to the 
house, where its passage is cer¬ 
tain. The vote in the committee 
was 13 to 12, which shows how 
easily there might have been a dif¬ 
ferent story. 

That the situation in the com¬ 
mittee was precarious was no 
secret. Chairman McSwain made 
a special trip to the White House 
to warn the president that the 
measure was in danger, that his 
personal influence would be neces¬ 
sary to force some of the recal¬ 
citrant democrats into line. He 
promised full cooperation and 
asked to be notifed when to act. 

At 5 p. m. on the day before 
the committee was to vote, sup¬ 
porters of the bill attempted to 
get in touch with the president to 
ask him to put the “heat” on 
Representatives Smith (Conn.) 
and Schaefer (Ill.), two democrats

FOSSIL DUG 
UP IN AUSTRALIA

SYDNEY, Australia, Friday, 
May 21. UP )—A complete fossilized 
specimen of a labyrinthodont, esti¬ 
mated to be at least 100,000,000 
years old, has been discovered by 
workmen at a quarry near Brook- 
vale, New South Wales.

and as tough as goats. 

About the only real Caucasian
